Keely, of motor fame, has Invented a flying

machine the principle of which is based upon
the theory that in tbe force known ns gravita¬
tion is the opposite force of lévitation.

There seem to be points of similarity between

this invention nnd ihe Republican machine of

this county.

Cuba than the Cubans themselves asked a few
years ago. The one Important point not yet
mnde clenr is that of the debt. It Is not to be
supposed that Cuba would assume the whole
or the major part of the Indebtedness Incurred
by Spain in keeping the Island in subjection.

I If Spain will lie as Just on that score as she
offers to be on others, a settlement ought to be
reached.

Sefior de LOaat recognizes the fact that there
are lrrcwncilable men on both sides. Those In

Spain object to any concessions to Cuba. Those
i in Cuba object to any compromise or any set-
tleinent short of absolute independence. He
truly says that such men are out of court and
are not to be considered In the present negotia¬
tions.

tho experimente conducted by the Btate a'i-

tborlties, the beets averaged ?<t Pio pounds
about twelve pounds <»f sugar, and an» ns rl«'h
in BUgar ns the b'-ets prodin-t-d anywhere in th-
world. As the B60 farm··. contributing their

products tiiis year averaged from twelve to flf
teo-n tOWS of beets to the acr<», the Industry hns

It is not BSCeesary to say that farmers In
tills nnd other Stntes do not average anything
liko such returns fr«>m other crops.

use of the land, nnd It Is bettered thnt the cost
of raising can lie greatly reduced by the use of
Implements especially adapted to this purpose.
But again, It is not necessary to wait until fut¬
ure possibilities can be reached, for the actual
profit this year Is enough to Induce multitudes
of farmers to prefer beet culture to other em¬

ployment of their land and labor. The sugar
imported Into tbe country, even at the rate

realized this y«»ar by New-York farmers at their
.first experiment, could Is» raised by little over

a million aerea of land, und would return t«>

the farmers about *J«T0.O«T0,0«mi, besides ? profit
to manufacturers, for. even at present low
prices, urn'» than $.SO,ixto,«i«iO a year Is being
paid to other Couatrlgg for the Import«·«! sngar
consumed In the United Slat«»s.

If this large sum wore taken from the amount
annually due to other countries, the balance
payable to the United Stales In gold would be
so far Increased thnt no fear would be enter
mined of ? drain of tho precious metal. The
soundness of the monetary system would then
bo beyond the reach of possible changes In for¬
eign commerce, and could be threatened only
by crazy Incompetence or wilful dishonesty In
government. The value of beet sugar alone,
If produced In sufficit quantity to supply tho
needs of the country, would turn the scale In
a thousand financlnl relations between this and
other nations, nnd would go far to transfer to

thu United States the command of niouey mar¬

kets throughout the world. Yet the experience
of a single y«*nr In New-York suffices to prove

Panons having ample means nre able

to command suitable treatment and conditions,
but, especially In a great city, the poor are put
at a great disadvantage, which. In the long run,

the community must share by the practical ap¬

plication of recent dlsroverms concerning the
most destructive of human maladies.

HE DISCUSSES THE CRITICISMS OF HI«
PATRIOTISM.

HIS EARLT TRAINING AND PRESENT BEUEFbV»

SOME REMARKS ABOUT HIS IRISH «CRITICS

AND THE EHISr-OPAL, CHURCH.

Albany. Nov. 30 (Special)..The Right Rev. Will»
lam Cro.'swell Donne. Protestat,t Episcopal Bishop
of Albany, who haa »hown In many speeches his
Intense American »pirli, neverthelena has discov¬
ered that hi- recent address to the clergy of hla
diocese, In which he utter-,1 ScnthMHtg of regard
for the people of England, condemned "Jingo" ap¬
peals nnd favored the settlement of International
differences by arbitration tribunal*, has subjected
him to a lively fusllade of criticism In both lettere
and newspapers, although he also has experienced
the pleasure of seeing hla views commended In
many newspapers and lettera which he has re-
ceived.
Being asked to-day to relate his experience since

he delivered his address, the Bishop In a good-
humored way fold:
